SPEECH. 


Gentlemen of the Council, and 
Gentlémen af the House of Representativts, ` 


Having been called to that office, the du.ies of which I have now in the press 
ence of the General Assembly sworn faithfully to pertorm ; in conformity to an= 
cient usage, and the requirements of the Constitution ; as the organ of the Su, 

reme Executive Power; and to prevent unnecessary delay in the business of 
jepislation ; 1 have taken this early opportunity of inviting your attention to some 
of those subjects, the investigation of which is deemed important, and to pres. 
sent for your consideration, such ideas thereon, as have been suggested to my 
mind. The faithful services of those practical, able, and venerable politicians, 
: and statesmen, who have preceded me ‘in the office of chief executive magis- 
ı trate of the State, and upon whom a similar duty has hitherto for many years de- 
volved; forbid the expectation of proposing any measure, of moment, which shall 
be pew and useful. My highest ambition will be gratified, in -being- convinced, 
that the public interest has uot suffered by reason of- the trust reposed in me: 
and be assured, its advancement demands, and shall receive, the unremitted ex- 
ertions of all my faculties. i i i 


The frequent alteration of public statutes is justly considered an evil; seldom 
counterbalanced by the benefits resulting therefrom. ‘The best evidence the rep- - 
resentatives of the people can give, of their faithfulness, and intelligence, is a re~ 
Luctant and careful approach at innovation In the practical use of this, doctrine 
and to resist a false application of the principle, great watchfulness is necessary. 


That our laws are susceptible of improvement, is nat to be questioned ; and 
that the influence of such as have an interest opposed to that of the community, 
should be exerted, in preventing salutary amendments to the laws, is as naturals 
as that it should be exercised, ip procuring the passage of such a8 are unjust. 


To provide for the impartial, speedy, & correct administration of justice, ough¢ 
to be amongst the first objects ofa Legislature ; for in vain do the people sub- 
mit to the imposition of taxes, raised to defray the expenses of a: government, 
formed for the protection of their rights ; and in vain do the representatives of 
the freemen, enact laws against vice, immorality, and injustice, if adequate 
means are not provided for carrying them into effect. 


` 


Many complaints have been made, of the delay and expense, insident to pros- 
ecutions tor redress in our Courts of Justice ; and a determination. has been ře- 
peatedly manifested by the Legislature, to suppress every attempt.made for in- 
creasing costs, by passing useful laws tu that end. Yet it is believed the princi- 
pal evil has not until the last session, been in any measure removed ; and it stil} 
remains worthy of serious enquiry, whether a further remedy, may not be ap- 
plied. tis difficult to discover what possible advantage can result, from ena- 
bling suitors, to claim as matter of right, on the trial ofa question of fact, more 
than one verdict of a jury. There can be no presumption that a second panel 

will be more capable, or more disposed to impartiality.-The privilege of New 


y 
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‘rial, secures against accident, surprise, and injustice. The extravagant ex 
pense, and great delay, eceasioned under the former system, in which a party 
was required to obtain in his favour, two verdicts in three, before his right was 
established, has been checked; and it no longer remains an object to succeed 
in the first trial ; conscquently the delay, & expense incurred, in requiring a par- 
ty to commence, and pursue to judgment, his suit in a court where the judgment 
confers no benefit, appears useless. 


The frathers of the Constitution contemplated the erection of a Court of Chan- 
cery distinct; and there are many who consider it the duty of the Legislature 
to exercise the power conferred. Yet the necessity, and expediency, of the > 
measure is questionable, That some further provision ought to be made is ap- 
parent. ‘Phe inconvenience experienced under the existing Jaw, arises from the 
want of authority in the Judges ofthe Supreme Court, to perform any duty as 
Chancellors, excepting at the regular sessions; and the many intermediate steps 
requisite to be taken, in a suit in Chancery, necessarily protracts the fiual hear- 
ing and decree to a period unwarrantable. 


When it is understocd, that the amount actually expended from time to time, 
in the prosecution of suits în the courts of justice, far exceed all that is requir- 
ed to sustain every department of the government; and when itis recollected — 
that the Rul of Rights declares that “every person ought to obtain right and 
* justice freely, and without being obliged to purchase it; completely.and with- 
“out any denial, promptly and without delay,” the subject cannot fail to excite 
a deep interest ; and any degree of solicitude may be manifested without re- 
proach -: The Judiciary is that on which the character of a state vitally de- 
pends, and the degree of confidence reposed in a government is Measured by 


the rank it sastajns.

The subject of taxation is one te which the attention of the Legislature hag 
been freqrvently directed, end although it is generally believed, that the inten. 
tien to equalize the burden, by the act of the last session, is not effected; yet 
with little amendment, there can be ne doubt, the system will have been greatly 
improved. A standard, by which the relative value of improved lands in the 
state may be ascertained, and the particular state of improvement which shall 
yender it subject to assessment, seems to be indispensable. 


The settlement of the estates of deceased persans, has become a matter of 
serious concern, in as much, as the title to the greatest portion of real estate in 
the State, is bottomed on proceedings in our Courts of Probate ; and the rights 
of widows and orpbans are here deposited. A careful attention to the laws, 
regulating the sctdement of testate, and intestate estates, that they may be 
rendered as perfect as possible is desirable. Much difficulty and embarrass- 
ment arises, from the circumstance that the whole system of our law on this 
suhject, is, and ought to be, essentially different, from the laws of that govern- 
ment, whence we derive the common law. Our judges of Probate ought to be 
men of ability and integrity; and no inconsiderable evil arises, from a frequent 
change of officers in that department. 


It may perhaps be an useful enquiry, whether the general encouragement, 
that bas been given, to the pursuing, and returning of one der who have fled 
from justice to distant parts ef the United States, and who frequently are tran- 
sient persons, and violaters of the laws of other governments as well as our own, 
is consistent with sound pelicy. And whether it would not ‘be advisable, that 
a law should be passed, hereafter requiring the sanction of some of the officers 
ef the government; without which the state will not defray the expense.

His Excellency Richard Skinner, 


Srr,—I submit to you all such communications as have been made 
to me during the past year, together with such other matters as were connected 
with my official duty, and now, by me, deemed proper to be laid before the gen- 
eral assembly for their information. I have therefore to desire, that you would 
communicate them to the legislature, in such manner as you may consider mosg 
suitable. 

The papers marked A, contain resolutions of several states relating to “pro- 
posed amendments to the Constitution of the United States. 


The paper marked B, is a letter from the secretary of state for the United 
States, requesting to be furnished with the laws of this state. I would here ob- 
serve, that I have taken the liberty to forward to him four copies of the acts of 
the general assembly, passed in the years 1817, 1818, and 1819, and also, gave 
encouragement that the general assembly would cause an equal number of the 
bound volumes of our laws to be forwarded to his office —one copy for the use 
of the Executive, one for each branch of the legislature, and one fer the library. 


Paper marked C, is a letter from the same, relative to certain documents of 


the United States, which Have been received, and brought to this place, for the 
use mentioned in said letter. . 


I would also inform the general assembly, that pursuant to an act, passed No- 
vember 4th, 1817, entitled “an act for ascertaining the claims of this state a- 
gainst the United States, and for obtaining the same,” I have used all diligence 
to procure a settlement of the same; but the almost insurmountable obstacles 
in the way of settling militia accounts of so long standing, has been the cause of 
so long delay. 
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I have however in the month of March last, with the assistance of our delega- 


tion at Congress, especially of Mr. Rich, to whom I have made all my communi. 
cations, obtained a settlement, so far, as respects the expense for rations, trans- 
portation of baggage, and all other charges in marching the militia detached 
by order of the United States, in the late war, to-their several places of destina- 
tion, as directed by Gen Dearborn, and have received as Governor of the State 
” of Vermont, a draft from the treasurer of the United States, on the Branch Bank 
of the United States, at New York, for the sum allowed, it being four thousand 
four hundred twenty one dollars and eighteen cents. I have endorsed and de- 
livered this draft to the Treasurer of this State. 


All the articles of camp equippage, including the powder and lead furnished 
by the several towns to the said militia. were allowed in the settlement, and paid 
for by the United States, they are therefore considered by the Treasury depart- 
ment as the property of the United States; and if any of them are in possession 
of this State, it is expected they will be turned over to the United States.’ 


The other accounts named in said act were laid out of the settlement, as I had 
not been able to procure such evidence as would warrant any further proceed- 
ing on them. 

The laws of the individual states, which have been received during the last 
year, for the use of the legislature, [have forwarded to this place, and deposit. 


ed them(as usual. I have also received from the Secrctary of Sate for the U- 
nited States, two hundred and ninety copies of the acts and laws of the United 


States, passed at the first session of the sixteenth Congress, which copies are at- 


this place, ready for distribution. Í

The superintendant of the Vermont state prison respectfully REPORTS, 
that he feels it his duty to state such facts, for the information of the house, as 
may tend to explain, in some measure, the difference in the estimates of pro- 
perty, belonging to the Vermont state prison, the present year, and that ef for- 
mer years. That, without particular reference to documents, (which are al- 
ready before the house,) suffice it to say, that the former estimates and inven- 
tories of property, were not only made in years when property bore a high prices 
but the prices of the articles belonging to the state prison were either inventò- 
ried at their cost, or at retail prices, which compared with the present low pri¢es, 
after being sealed down to their present wholesale cash value. will make, in ma- 
ny articles, a difference of more than fifty per cent. -The deduction on cotton 
yarn and cloth, at the ware house this year, was put at forty per cent discount 
from the cost as received onthe weaving contract. Anotlier important item in 
the estimates this year, will be found in the deduction from the aggregate a- 
mount of the property on hand, all the bad debts, which have accrued since 
the establishment of the institutution, These debts have been turned over year- 
ly on paper, merely as nominal property. Another item of some magnitude will 
be found in the expense of the prison, during the months of October and No- 
vember, after the inventory made the 30th of September, 1819; also in the outfit 
efan unusual number of prisoners the last year, amounting to forty-six, whose 
term of service expired, er were pardoned out.

The committee appointed to inquire into the subject of granting new trials 
by the legislature, and whether the several acs passed by the legislature for 
that purpose are consistent with the constitution, report— 


That the sixth section of the second chapter of the constitution provides, that 
the legislature, executive, and judiciary departments of the government shall b& 
so that neither exercise the pawers properly belonging to the other; but the 
powers which “ properly” belong to the judiciary ere not particularly defined 
by the constitution. Hence it is believed by the committee to have been the in 
tention of the framers of that instrument, 10 1efer to the prior usage of this and 
other countries, for a definition of those powers : 


And it is believed, the granting of new trials is as well understood ta be judi» 
cial acts, as the entorcing of the payment of debts, or the infliction of punish- 
ment for the commission of crimes. -- 


If there be any exceptions to this principle they must relate to courts un- 
known tothe common law, and peculiar to our own institutions. And in regard 
to such, if any there be, it is believed by the committee. that the authority to 
grant new trials should rather be exercised by some judicial tribunal to be de, 
signated by the legislature, than by that body. 


In looking over the acts passed during the last six years (except a few instan. 
ces in justice courts) the committee have found but one act, of the legislature 
granting a new trial, and that an act of the last session granting a new trial to 
Jirah Durkee, in a case in which final judgment was rendered at the Supreme 
Court, began and h. Iden at Windham County, on the second Tuesday of Sept. 
1815. This act directs the clerk of the supreme court, for Win ham county 
“to bring forward said action a new on the docket of said court, at the next 
term in said county, and the court tp proceed in the disposition, trial, and ren. 
dition of judgment in said cause, in the same manner, as though a new trial 
therein was granted by said court,+sets aside and declares null and void the 


former judgment. The committee Fecoaimenë the adoption of the following

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this council, the passing of the act, entitled 
an act, granting a new trial to Jirah Durkee, was.not authorized by the consti-

cers, together with sundry citizens at Swanton, consulted on the best means and 
measures to carrying the act of this state, to prevent intercourse with the ene-

five dollars to his attorney, and twenty five cess to the clerk. it further ap- 

peared, that some time during the life of said execution the petitioner called on 

judge Howes of Montpelier, and informed him, that the said execution was out 
against him, and that he must either be confined without bail, or raise the money 

to pay the same execution ; that the petitioner had called on colonel Fifield; who 
had advanced him either forty or sixty collars, and had also called on two other 

friends, who had advanced him ten dollars each, and further informed judge 
Howes, that he calculated the United States’ government, would make him com. 
pensation, out of which he would repay. Upon said statement judge Howes ad- 
vanced him ten dollars, gnd further understood from the petitioner he had re- 
ceived in the whole from his friends, including the ten dollars, about, one huti- 
dred and thirty dollars. it further appeared, that some time in the month of 
December, 1812, the petitioner apprehended one Andrew Claw, in Swanton, for 
conveying property towards Lower Canada, and by the petitioner delivered to 
the civil authority, for which apprehension and detention, the said Cla\.-’com- 
menced his action of trespass, for falsely imprisoning the said Andrew*Ciaw, 
which said action was duly entered on the docket of the county court, in 1813, 

at St. Albans; and such proceedings were, had in said cause, that the same 
came by appeal to the supreme court, and, at their December term, 1814, the 
petitioner moved for a continuance, which motion was granted on terms, that 
the petitioner receive no costs to that term, and pay the said Claw the costs to 

that term. Which costs cannot, exactly, at this time, be ascertained, but sup- 
posed to be about fifteen dollars ; which amount of cost the petitioner has paid. 

At the December term of the supreme court in 1816, the petitioner recovered 

judgment against said Claw for his costs, taxed subsequent to said continuance 

at about fifteen dollars; which said sum the petitioner has collected of said Claw. 
The petitioner has paid the clerk of the court for copies of appeal, entry, and 
sundry motions, together with his council fees the sum of forty seven dollars, 
and fifty cents, in the aforesaid suit. 


It further appeared, that, at the time the said M’Connell was aprehended, on 
the 29th December, 1812, the said M’Connell, was in possession of a sleigh and 
horse, the property of Polly Ryan, which the petitioner detained for a short 
time, and delivered the same to said M'Comnell, for which said detention, Polly 
Ryan commenced her action of trespass against the petitioner, which action the 
counsel for the petitioner compromised by paying Mrs. Ryan twenty six dol- 
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lars and fifty eight cents; which sum the petitioner has paid, together with 
five dollars for his attorney. > 


The petitioner, in the month of December, 1812, also seized several loads of 
tobacco, on its wey te Canada, which said tobacco the petitioner stored with 
Julius Hoyt, of St. Albans, for which storage the petitioner paid ten dollars. 


It further appeared, that the petitioner applied to the United States for a com- 
pensation for his losses and trouble, but has not received any compensation, on 
the ground that the petitioner in December 1812, was not in the regular service 
of the United States. -

Respectfully offer the following report, viz. 

That the law, entitled ‘San act in addition to an act for the support of 
schools,” passed November 3, A. Ð 1810, making it the duty of the selectmen 
of the several towns in this state, to assess a tax of one cent on the dollar, on 
the list of the polls and ratable estate of the inhabitants of their respective 
towns, for the purpose of schooling, hag not been duly executed, but by the 
selectmen of very many towns has been tot lly neglected. Your committee are 
of opinjon that the law itself is defective, in that it imposes no penalty on suck 
towns or selectmen for such neglects, and calls for legislative interference. 


Your committee further report, that the law fegiilating the rate of interest, 
has for the last Septenary, been grossly and openly violated by a large propor» 
tion of our monied citizens throughout the state; that with the pressure of thë. 
times, this evil appears to be increasing, and calls aloud for remedy. Your 
committee are of opinion, that a more faithful attention to these several duties, 
in this respect, by the state’sattornies, and grand jurors, in the several coun- 
ties, though it might in some measure check, yet, owing to the difficulty of ob4 
taining evidence, can never effectually remedy this evil, but that the legislative 
aid is indispensible. 

Your committee further report, that the laws regulating the sale of spiritu< 
ous liquors, have not been strictly executed, but as these laws were princi- 
pally, or at least, in part, intended for the protection of the :ights of a partic- 
ular class of our citizens, and afford a sufficient remedy for their infringement;

Your committee to whom was referred the report and accounts of the super- 
intendant of the states’ prison, as also the appraisal of the committee appointed 
bythe legislature for that purpose, the report of the warden, and report of the 
treasurer of this state, as auditor of accounts of the superintendant, report, tha’

We have carefully examined all the documents relating to Said prison, and find 
that on the first day of December, A. D. 1819, the personal property belonging 
to the institution, including balance of demands, was $8071 94, and that; on the 
80th day of Sept. 1820, it amounted to $9000—making an increase, after de. 
fraying all expenses of said prison, except the salary of the superintendant, of 
928 66. But it is here proposed to remark, that the superintendant has, dur- 
ing this period, drawn from the treasury of this state $5000, for the use of the 
institution, which will shew an expense to the state, over and above the income 
of said prison, during ten months, commencing on the first day of December 
1819, and ending the 20th day of Sept. 1820, inclusive of $407! 94, besides the 
ace of the superintendant, which yet remains to be paid from the treasury of 
this state. 


, Your committee further report, tbat in examining the accounts between the 
superintendant and warden, they find the above sum of $4071 94 accounted for 
in the following manner. The warden reports the balance of the superinten. 
dant’s account against him to be $1010 69, and it further appeared to your com- 
mittee the superintendant hed, by uustake of his clerk omitted to charge the 
warden the sum of $:97 74, making the sum of $1708 43 in the warden’s de- 
partment, leaving $2563 57 to be accounted for by the superintendant, which 
is accounted for as follows : transpor‘ation, store rent, clerk hire, &c. &c. not 
chargeable to the warden, and the remainder by over charges in weaving, and 
manufactured articles, charged him at their nominal prices, when reduced to 
their cash value, accounts for the remainder. Your committee further report, 
that nothing has appeared to your committee, but the concerns of the institution 
have, considering tlie limited means of the superintendant, been conducted with 
economy. š

Vergennes, Nov. 1, A. D. 1820 
Hon, D. AZRO A. BUCK, Speaker of the house of Representatives. 


SIR—The general assembly at their last session, appointed me théir agent to 
defend a certain suit, depending before the circuk court in this state, in favour 
of the society for the propagation of the gospel in foreign parts, against the town 
of New Haven, and, William Wheeler, for the recovery of a part of the right, 
granted to that society in New Haven by charter from the governor of New- 
Hampshire. The expence of defending this suit, was, by the act appointitig me 
an agent, limited to six hnndred dollars. I accepted the agency under a per- 
suasion, at the time, that the sum appropriated would be sufficient to defray the 
expense of a full triai before the supreme court of the United States, and of thus 
putting at rest a question, so important to this state. —I am however, at présent, 
apprehensive that it will be found inadequate to this purpose, and therefore, 
feel it to be my duty to lay before the general assembly a statement of the pres- 
ent situation of the case, and what I have done in relation to it, that such fur- 
ther measures may be adopted, as may appear to be advisable and necessary.— 
J at once determined, in order to obtain a decision before the supreme court, 
which seemed to be the chief object of the legislature, to employ some one in- 
dividual, distinguished for talents and legal science, and who usually attended 
the supreme court at Washington to take charge of the cause. Indeed, I was 
obliged to do this from a regard to economy—-the sum placed at my disposal be- 
ing wholly insufficient to authorize my proceeding to Washington, and employ- 
ing council there. In the next place, it appeared exery way desirable that the 
individual engaged should be at Windsor at the trial before thecir cuit court for 
two purposes, that he might acquire a thorough acquaintance with the cause, so 
as to be able to prepare for its trial at Washington : and, also, that he might aid 
in placing it in a proper shape for a full and fair trial. With these views I pro- 
ceeded to Boston in May last and engaged in the service of the state the Hon. 
Daniel Webster, who, at my request, attended at the circuit court at the last 
May term. At that term the case came on to be tried, and, by consent, a special 
verdict was found by the jury. and the case referred by them to the court for its 
decision. This special verdict contains every thing I would desire on the part of 
the state, and will present the case to the supreme court, in such a manner, as 
to be open to full investigation, and to a decision on principle.—At the sugges- 
tion of the council, the two judges of the circuit court agreed to differ in opin- 
ion with respect to the judgment to be rendered on the special verdict.—By this 
two advantages were.gained, my funds would not have enabled me to com- 
mence and prosecute a suit in error had the judgment been for the plaintiff.—Ie 
also insured a speedier, and of course, a legs expensive decision ; for F under- 
stand that the ¡supreme court is so filled with business, that original writs are 
frequently delayed one and two years,.while questions of this nature, which op- ` 
erate to delay the business of the circuit court, ave entitled to a priority of con. 
sideration, and are heard and determined at the first term. The case is there- 
fore, so arranged, that a final decision of its principles may be expected at the 
next session of the supreme court of the U. States." 


I am sorry to be obliged to add, that the cost of this defence is likely to be 
more than the general assembly or than Fhad anticipated. I am informed dn 
enquiring, that gentlemen who attend the. supreme court as advocates, usually 
go to Washington from distant parts of the union; that for the sake of two, or 
at most four or five cases, they are obliged, at an enormous expense, to stay 
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qabat of the winter at that place: the expected fee must therefore be in propor. . 
tion to this time and expense. And Iam informed, that in a case of importance, 
not less than five or six hundred dollars is demanded—to this I must add, that 
Ihave already been obliged to pay Mr. Websier two hundred dollars for his aid 
at Windsoe, and in preparing the case for its final trial. My own agency it will 
be obseryed is nearly concluded, little or nothing is left to be dane by me—the 
case now awaits its decision, and on its event depends the title of one hundred 
and fifty public rights of Jand in this state. In my own opinion and that of the 
eouncil I have engaged, there ig every prospect of success, and it now remains 
with the general assembly to determine whether their advocate shall proceed 
to the trial of this very important and interesting cxuse, certain of the reward 
which shoyld crown his successful endeavours, or whether doubting the justice. 

and liberality of the state, a feeble and insufficient effort shall bé made.

To the Honorable General Assembly, now sitting. 


Your committee, to whom was referred the petition of Samuel Mix, report 
the following facts, viz. It was in evidence to your committee, that in the year 
1866, the petitioner was employed by the agent of the banks in the state of New 
York, to detec: and bring to punishment persons, making and puting in circu- 
lation counterfeit bank bills. In the prosecuting of this object, he found that the 
persons engaged in that unlawful traffic fixed upon Clarendon and Shrewsbury, 
in the state of Vermont, as places of resort, in which they manufactured and 
vended the same. This made it necessary for the purpose of extirp.ting that 
evil for said petitioner to communicate this information to sundry of the civil au- 
thority of this state. In consequence of this information a number of the aforee 
said chatacters were detected, arrested, and held to bail, several of the bonds 
of recognizance aforesaid were forfeited, and the sum of 41050 realized by the 
treasurer of this state. And the amount, by the petitioner, presented for the 
monies by him expended, while engaged in the above service, amounts to 
708 67, for which he has received no compensation except $35, $25 of which, 
was from the bank of Troy, and-ten from the clerk of the Supreme Court, in the 
county of Rutland, for his services as a witness. That the banks of New-York 
refused the petitioner remuneration for said services, in consequence of the of- 
fenders being arrested m Vermont, and forfeiting their bonds to the treasurer 
of this state as above stated. It further appeared in evidence to your commit- 
tee, that after the arrest at Clarendon and Shrewsbury the petitioner called up-

an one of the judges of the Supreme Court, at Manchester, who told him that 
it was two late to retrace his steps, but he must pursue the object that he had 
undertaken. It also appeared in evidence that at the time of the court of in- 
guiry, held at Rutland, it was thought expedient that the petitioner shouid be 
bound over toge.her with the offenders for the purpose of continuing their confi. 
dence in said petitioner; that others might be detected and brought to justices 
which the petitioner consented to, and was bound aver,» l 


It also appeared to your committee, that the petitioner acted in good faith and 
integrity, téwards the ciyil authority of Vermont, giving all necessary informa- 
tion, and, in consequence of his exertions, large sums of counterfeit money were 
prevented being put in circulation, and many of the dealers therein- brought to 
justice. =;

The committee, to whom was referred so much of his excellency’s speech as 
relates to the admission of Missouri into the union— i 


‘ REPORT, 


Fhat the history of nations demonstrates, that involuntary servitude, not on- 
ly plunges the slave into the depths of misery, but renders a great proportion of 
community dependant and wretched; and tbe remainder tyrannie and indolent- 
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®pulence, acquired by the slavery of others, degenerates its possessors, and de> 
stroys the physical powers of government. Principles, so degrading, are incon- 
sistent with the primitive dignity of man, and his natural rights. Slavery is in- 
compatible with the vital principles ofall free governments, and tends to their 
ruin. It paralizes industry, the greatest source of national Wealth, stifles the 
love of freedom, and endangers the safety of anation. It is prohibited by the 
Jaws of nature, which are binding on governments and individuals. The right 
to introduce ahd establish slavery, in a free government, does not exist. 


The declaration of independence declares as self evident truths ** That all men 
are created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalien- 
able rights: That among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness :— 
‘That, to secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving 
their just powers from the governed: that whenever any form of government 
becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people to alter or-abol. 
ish it.” The constitution of the United States, and of the several states, havé 
recognized these principles as the basis of their governments, and have express- 
ly inhibited the introduction or extension of slavery, or impliedly disavowed the 
right. The powers of congress to require the prohibition of slavery, in the cone. 
stitution of a state to be admitted as one of the Uniled States, is confirmed by 
the admission of new states, according to the ordinance of 1787, and by a con- 
stitutional guarantee to every state in the union of a republican form of govern- 
“ment. This power in congress is also admitted in the act of March 6th, 1820, 
which declares that in all that territory ceded under the name of Louisiana, 
which lies north of 36 deg. 30 min north latitude, slavery ahd involuntary serv- 
jtude shall be forever prohibited.—Where slavery existed in the states at the 
time of the adoption of the constitution of the United States, a spirit of compro- 
mise or painful necessity may have excused its continuance; but can never jus- 
tify its introduction into a state to betadmitted from the territories of the Uni- 
ted States. Though slavery is not expressly prohibited by the constitution, yet 
that invaluable instrument, contains powers, first principles, and self evident 
truths, which bring us to the same result; and lead us to liberty and justice, and 
the equaL rights of man, from which we ought never to depart. In itis clearly seen 
a deep and humiliating sense of slayery, and a cheering hope that it would, at some 
future period, be abolished: and even a determination to do it. It is apparent 
that servitude produces in the slave holding states peculiar feelings, local at- 
tachments, and separate interests, and shouldit be ex:ended into new states, it 
will have a tendency to form a combination of power, which will controul the 
measures of the general government ; and which cannot be resisted, except by 
the physical force of the nation. The people of the United States adopted the 
constitution to form a more perfect union of the several states, to establish jus. 
tice, to secure domestic tranquillity, provide for the common defence, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty; and have thereby blend- 
ed, and inseparably connected the interests, the safety, and welfare of every 
state in the union. We, therefore. become deeply concerned in the fundament- 
al principles of the constitution of any new sta'e to be admitted into the union. 
Whatever powers are necessary to carry into effect the great objects of the uns 
ion, are implied in the constitution, and vested in the several departments of the 
general government. The act of the United States, authorizing a provisionat 
admission of the inhabitants of Missouri into the union as a state, does not pledge 
the faith of government to admit, upon their forming, and presenting to cone 
gress for approbation, a constitution or system of state government.—For that 
constitution, by the act, must be republican, and not repugnant to the constitu- 
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tion of the United States. From, information it is to be seriously apprehended; 
that. Missouri will present to congress, for their. approbation, a constitutions 
which declares, that the general assembly shall have no power to pass laws—= 
first for the emancipation of slaves without the consent of their owners, or with- 
out paying them, before emaficipation; a full equivalent for such slaves, so eman- 
cipated ; and secondly, to prevént emigrants froin bringing slaves into said state, 
so long as slavery is legalized therein It is also made the imperious duty of 
its legislature to pass laws, as soon as may be, to prevent free negroes and mü- 
lattoes from coming to and settling in that state, under any pretence whatever. 

These powers, restrictions; and provisions, to legalizé and perpetuate slavery; 
‘and to prevent citizens of the U. States, on account of their origin, colour, or 
features, from migrating to Missouri, are repdgnant to a republican governmetit; 
and in direct violation of the constitution of the United States.—If Missouri be 
permitted to introduce and legalize slaver: by her Cortitution, afid we consent 
to her admission, we shall justly incur the charge of insincerity im our civil ins 
stitution, and in all our professions of attachment to liberty. It will bring apon 
the constitution and declaration of independence a deep stain, which cantiot be 
forgotten, or blotted out. It will deeply affeet the union in its resources, polit- 
ical interests, and character. The admission of another new state into the un- 
ion with a constitution which guarantees -security and protection to slavery, and. 


the cruel and unnatural traffic of ány portion of the human racé willbe an error E 
which the union cannot correct, and an evil which may endanger the freedom 


of the nation. Congress never ought, and we trust never will, plant the stand- 
ard of the union in Missouri to wave over the heads of involuntary slaves, who 
have nothing théy can call their own, eXcept their sorrows and their sufferings, 
and a life beyond the grave ; and who can never taste tle sweets of hberty, un- 
less they obtain it by force or by flight. Nor cana community made up of mas- 
ters and slaves ever enjoy the blessings of liberty; and the benefits ot a free gov- 
ernment ; these enjuyments are reserved for a community of freemen, who are 
Subject to none but to God and the laws.—The committee thereupon submit for 
the consideration of the general assembly, the fullowing resolutions, viz. 


Resolved, In the opinion of this legislature, slavery or involuntary servitude, in 
any of the U. States, is 4 moral and political evil ; and, that its continuance can 
be justified by necessity alone :—That congress has a right to inhibit any further 
introduction or extension of slavery, as one of the €ofditions upon which any 
new state shall be admitted into the union. 


Resolved, That this legislature views with regret and alarm tlie attempt of the 
inhabitants of Missouri to obtain admission into the union, as onè of the Unitéd 
States, under a constitution, which legalizes, and secures the introduction and 
continuance of slavery : and; also, contains provisions to prevent freémen of the 
U. States from emigrating to; and settling in Missouri, on account of their ort. 
‘gin, colour, or feattires— And that, in the opinion of this legislature these prin- 
ciples, powers and restrictions, contained in the reported constitution of Mis- 
souri, are anti-republican atid reptgnant to the constitution of the U. States, and 
subversive of the unalienable rights of man. :
